The thirde, giues as much to 
Chriſt, as eyther of the other, 
derogating nothing from the 
vertue, eytber of the actiue or 
paſſiue, but denying only a ſpe- 
ciall manner of Application. 
The firſt of theſe opinions 
hath bin, & (for ought I know) 
is moſt generally receiued, & is 
that which ſeemes moſt Ortho. 
doxal, & which in this Treatiſe 
1 defire to maintain. If in ſome 
fewe paſlages;I goe out oſ that 
beaten tracke, which they haue

kept,who before me haue main 
tained this truth, it is not from 
ary affectation of (ngulanitic ; 
For I neuer held it ſafe, nor any 
credite to walke alone, in any 
matter of Religion, any further 
then meere neceſſitie, and iuſt 
Apologie requires: but becauſe 
fome partes of the way, Which 
they goe, lyes ouer ſuch hills, as 
I am not able to climbe, ther- 
fore haue ben forced ſomtimes 
to goe ſomewhat aſide, that 
might tke better come againe 
into the way, vhere it lies in the 
plaine.
